Do uot keep the hay over the stable, 
an tho gases from the manure and the 
breath of the animal will make it un 
wholesome. 

Kindness will do moro than brntality.

Some ten years ago a ueighlmr owned 
a vicious, runaway, kicking mara After 
repeated attempts tosutslue her she was 
given up ns a hopeless ease. She was 
bred to Itaspail, an imported Perchoron, 
and turned to pnstma The foal was of 
the IVrcherou type in form, color and 
disposition, but retained tho dam’s 
quickness and eudutnuce. It won first 
premium at the county fair as a year- 
ling. 1 have ow n*xl her eight years, nnd 
a letter horse for farm work 1 never 
saw Tho Percherou croon gave weight, 
form and subdued tho temper of the 
dam. bnt she retains enough “vitality’’ 
to resent a whip nnd make her a hard 
on« to pass on tho mad. The hired man 
doncrils-d her correctly, “You can talk 
her into doing anything, but can whip 
her into nothing. ’’ 

“Tho use of a Shropshire ram added 
one-third to the value of this year’s 
flock, of lambs, " said Mr mil as wo
